REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEAR  1953c 
Infectious  Diseases 

The  Workin  respect  of  investigation  and  disinfection 
is  happily  getting  less  every  year,  due  to. early  treatment 
particularly  in  cases  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and 
diphtheria . 

When  a patient  has  been  treated  at  home  for  tuberculosis 
and  laid  up  for  a considerable  time,  arrangments  are  made  to 
burn  the  bedding  including  pillows  and  compensation  paid  by  the 
Council . 

This  method  is  definitely  safer  and  often  cheaper  than 
hiring  transport  to  convey  the  bedding  to  and  from  a disinfecting 
station.  b

Water  Supply 

With  the  exception  of  the  particulars  given  below  all 
the  properties  are  supplied  by  private  and  public  wells. 

There  are  82  public  wells  in  the  district. 

The  County  Water  Scheme  is  now  operating  at  the  following 
mentioned  villages s-  Gaerwen,  Llanfair  P.G.,  Llangoed, 
Brynsiencyn,  Newborough,  Dwyran,  Llangaffo,  and  Malltraeth. 

It  is  expected  that  the  County  Water  Supply  will  be 
available  for  the  village  of  Pentraeth  at  the  end  of  1954. 

Standpipe  supplies  are  operating  in  Brynsiencyn,  Dwyran, 
and  Newborough. 
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Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  - Messrs  Rofe 
& Raffety,  London  have  prepared  schemes  of  Sewerage  Disposal 
for  Brynsiencyn,  Newborough  and  Dwyran. 

The  Council  fully  expect  that  the  Newborough  and 
Brynsiencyn  schemes  will  commence  early  next  year. 

Small  sewage  disposal  units  have  been  constructed  to 
serve  from  6-50  houses  and  their  successful  operation  calls 
for  considerable  supervision.  There  are  13  of  this  type  of 
unit  operating  at  present. 

An  outline  scheme  for  every  village  in  the  Sural 
Area  has  been  prepared,  and  details  of  the  Brynsiencyn,  IXvyran 
and  Newborough  schemes  have  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry. 

A Public  Enquiry  has  been  held  by  the  Ministry  for 
the  Newborough,'  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Public  Enquiry  for 
the  Brynsiencyn  and  Dwyran  Schemes  will  be  held  this  year. 

Refuse  Collection 

This  service  is  done  twice  a month  in  each  village. 

The  Council  will  be  asked  to  consider  in  the  near 
future,  the  hiring  of  a lorry  every  week  to  augment  the 
present  service,  due  to  the  increased  demand  for  Council  and 
Private  houses.  ^here  are  still  many  householders  who  do  not 
take  advantage  of  the  Council’s  Scavenging  with  the  result 
that  there  are  rubbish  dumps  a t the  back  of  houses.  Ihis 
bad  practice  is  fortunately  getting  less. 


Housing 

There  were  in  this  Rural  Area  up  to  December,  1953:- 

2450  privately  owned  and  occupied  dwelling  houses. 

275  council  houses. 

963  farms. 

124  business  premises,  such  as  shops,  garages, 
warehouses  and  hotels. 

Included  in  these  figures  there  are  at  least  40C 
houses-' scheduled  for  demolition. 

There  are  in  the  figures  963  small  holdings  5-10 
acres  where  the  living  accommodation  is  substandard.  Most 
of  the  -tenants  of  small  holdings  have  taken  the  holding  by 
Written  agreement  in  which  a clause  is  inserted  that  "The 
tenant  shall  repair  and  keep  in  repair  the  house  and  buildings 
of  the  Holding",  this  clause  makes  it  extremely  difficult  for 
Sanitary  Inspectors  to  proceed  under  the  Housing  Act  for  repairs 
because  the  Tenant  will  not  press  for  repairs  and  the  Landlord 
appears  to  be  the  only  person  who  can  call  upon  the  Tenant  to 
carry  out  the  terms  of  the  agreement. 

There  is  such  demand  for  large  and  small  farms  that 
a succesful  applicant  will  readily  sign  an  agreement  in  order  to 
get  in,  and  complain  of  the  delapidated  condition  of  the  house 
afterwards.  The  owner  of  the  property  is,  however,  responsible 
for  repairs  regardless  of  any  tenancy  agreement. 

With  regard  to  the  houses  scheduled  for  demolition 
a complete  survey  is  to  be  made  this  year,  1954,  and  dealt  with 
under  Slum  Clearance  Orders  and  under  the  Rent  and  Raparis  Bill 
which  becomes  Law  this  year. 
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Housing:  (continued)  “ 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  400  houses  involved . 

The  Council  are  proceeding  very  satisfactorily'  with.  the 
erection  of  new  houses  hut  the  acquisition  of  Land  and 
Sewage  Disposal  facilities  still  present  difficulties  wMoh 
■which  are  overcome  after  considerable  delay,  and  deliberations 
with  various  approval  authorities. 

The  only  way  to  dispose  of  occupied  houses  beyond 
repair  is. .to  build  council  houses,  yet  when  a private  house 
becomes  vacant,  however  bad  its  condition,  the  owner  is 
pestered  with  applicants,  because  the  rent  is  comparatively 
low,  but  the  living  conditions  are  extremely  unsatisfactory. 

The  majority  of  the  houses  in  the  number  scheduled 
for  demolition  can  be  better  dealt  with  by  way  of  demolition, 
although  a new  house  win  have  to  be  provided  for  the  displaced 
tenant  before  the  old  house  can  be  demolished.  In  the  case 
of  a tenant  moving  from  a house  beyond  repair  to  a council 
house  Closing  Order  or  a Demolition  Order  (depending  upon  the 
circumstances)  should  be  served  on  the  Landlord  immediately  and 
the  council  has  exercised  their  powers  in  this  district. 

There  are  Grants  available  under  Part  II  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1949  for  the  Improvement  or  conversion  of  Housing  accommoda- 
tion, and  the  Government  desires  to  give  every  possible  encourage- 
ment to  Local  Authorities  and  to  Private  Owners  who  wish  to 
modernise  existing  houses  by  improvement  and  conversion. 

The  Ministry  stresses  the  importance  of  giving  full 
publicity  to  the  owners  of  property  suitable  for  improvement 
or  conversion  and  looks  to  Local  Authorities  to  consider  in  a 
helpful  manner  every  project  or  scheme  under  this  part  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1949. 

Systematic  house  to  house  inspections  hove  not  been 
carried  out  as  they  should  have  been  owing  to  pressure  of  other- 
work. 

An  assistanct  Sanitary  Inspector  is  about  to  be  appointed 
and  the  whole  of  his  time  will  be  given  to  routine  inspection 
which  is  the  essence  of  the  duties  of  a Sanitary  Inspector. 

A house  to  house  survey  is  in  progress,  at  present  and  a 
detailed  report  will  be  ready  by  the  end  of  1994.
